which renders it, though a 
large , yet, a very ugly 
Town, peſtred with Hack - 
»ey-coaches , and infolent 
Carre'men, Shops and Ta- 
verns, Noyſe, and (uch a 
cloud of Sea-coal, as if 
there be a reſemblance of 
Hel/upon Earth, it is in this 
Vulcano 
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Valcano in a foggy day: 
This peſtilent Smoak , 
which corrodes the very 
yron, and ſpoils all the 
moveables, leaying a ſoot 
upon all things that it 
lights; and fo fatally ſeiz. 
ing on the Lungs of the In» 
habitants, thatthe Cough, 
and the Conſumption ſpare 
no man. I have been in a 


| ſpacious Church where I 
couid not diſcern the Mz- 


niſter fyr the Smoak ; nor 
hear lim for the peoples 
berkng, Taere-is within 
this City , and 1n all the 
Towns of Enzland (which 
I have paſled through) fo 
prodigious a number of. 

houſes

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houſes where they {ell a 
certain drink called Ale, 
that I think a good halfe of 
the Inhabitants may be de- 
nominated Ale houſe.kee- 
pers: Theſe arc a mzaner 
ſort of Cabarets : Bur what 
is moſt deplorable , where 
the Gentlemen fit, and 
ſpend much of their tim* 
drinking of a muddy kinde 
of Beveraze, and Tobacco, 
which has univerſaily be- 
ſotted the Nation, and at 
which (I hear) they have 
conſum:d many noble E- 
ſtates. As for other Ta «+ 
verns, London is compos'd 
of them, where they drink 
Spaniſh-Wines , and other 

ſophi- 
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ſophiſticated Liquors to 
that fury and imtempe- 
rance, as has often amaz'd 
me to confider it 2 But thus 
{ome mein fellow, the 
Drawer.ar!'vi$ to atEftate, 
forme of them having built 
fair houſes, and purchalcd 
thoſe Gentlemen out of 
their poſi: ſons, who have 
ruined themſelves by that 
baſe and diſhonouradle vice 
of ebricty : And that no- 
thing may be wanting to 
the height of luxury and 
J impicty of this Abomina- 
J\ tion, they have tranſlated

Treat. Butall this my ex- 
perience, particular addreſs, 
and habitudes with the 
greateſt of that Nation has 
aſſur'd me, that it is not the 
paſs time onely of the infe- 
riour and weretricions ſort ; 
ſince I find it a cheif ſup- 
pletory at all their entertain 
- ments, to drink exceſhye- 
ly, and that in their own 
houſes, before the L adzes, 
and the-Zacquaes : It is the 
afternones diverſion ; whe- 
ther for want of better to 
employ 
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employ the time, or affeRi- 
on to the drink, I know not: 
But I have found ſome 
perſons of quality, whom 
one could not ſafely viſite 
after dinner, without reſol-
